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These  courses  are  conducted  under  the  supervision  of  the 
Administrative  Staff.  In  its  efforts  to  present  the  highest 
type  of  post-graduate  instruction,  the  Staff  earnestly  in- 
vites suggestions  and  criticisms  from  the  dental  profession.

PART-TIME  COURSES  FOR  LOCAL  PRACTITIONERS 

These  courses  are  planned  to  meet  the  increasing  demand  for  advanced  instruc- 
tion in  certain  branches  of  dental  science  for  men  who  cannot  avail  themselves  of 
the  full-time  courses.  They  are  so  arranged  that  practitioners  in  New  York  City 
and  vicinity  may  obtain  this  instruction  with  a  minimum  loss  of  time  from  their 
offices  and  on  days  so  far  apart  as  to  avoid  serious  interference  with  the  conduct 
of  private  practice.  These  courses  require  no  practical  work  on  the  part  of  the 
dentist  and  the  time  can  be  utilized  in  close  application  to  the  subjects  as  presented 
with  opportunities  to  apply  this  instruction  in  private  practice  between  sessions. 

Course  RC — Root  Canal  Technic.  Monday  afternoons  from  i  :30-5  :oo  for 
5  weeks  beginning  March  17.   Fee  $60. 

Instructors:  Drs.  J.  W.  Scherer,  F.  T.  VanWoert,  and  L.  M.  Waugh. 

Included  in  this  course  are  instruction  and  demonstration  of  pulp  extirpation  under  anesthesia 
and  subsequent  treatment;  the  means  of  reaching  apices  of  difficult  canals  with  the  incidental 
instruments  employed;  the  removal  of  imperfect  root  canal  fillings;  the  cleansing  and  drying  of 
difficult  canals;  ionization  and  other  methods  of  sterilization;  the  indications  for  the  Callahan 
method  as  well  as  the  use  of  sodium  and  potassium.  The  technic  for  securing  a  homogeneous  root 
filling  will  be  clearly  demonstrated.  Practical  instruction  in  the  approved  manner  of  taking  radio- 
graphs of  each  step  without  distortion  will  be  given. 

Course  GI — Cast  Gold  Inlay.   Wednesday  afternoons  from  1:30-5:00  for  4 

weeks  beginning  March  19.    Fee  $48. 

Instructors:  Drs.  H.  W.  Gillett,  W.  B.  Dunning,  and  D.  W.  McLean. 

This  course  includes  clinical  demonstration  of  the  operative  and  prosthetic  technic  incidental 
to  insertion  of  properly  carved  gold  inlays,  restoring  normal  tooth  form  and  function,  and  covers: 
classification  of  cavities;  preparation  of  cavities;  carving  wax  patterns  for  direct  method;  impres- 
sions, amalgam  models  and  wax  patterns  for  indirect  method;  physics  and  metallurgy  of  the  casting 
process;  investing  and  burning  out  wax  patterns;  casting  with  various  types  of  apparatus;  cemen- 
tation and  finishing. 

Course  CB — Crown  and  Bridgework.  Friday  afternoons  from  1 :30-5:oo  for 
5  weeks  beginning  March  2 1 .    Fee  $ 60. 

Instructors:     Drs.  F.  A.  Peeso  and  J.  K.  Burgess. 

Instruction  will  be  given  in  the  operative  and  prosthetic  technic  of  the  types  of  bridgework  that 
meet  the  requirements  of  modern  dental  prosthesis,  and  includes  clinical  demonstration  of  the 
restoration  of  normal  tooth  form,  occlusion  and  articulation;  preparation  of  vital  and  non-vital 
teeth  to  be  used  as  abutments  for  fixed  and  removable  bridgework;  attachments  for  vital  teeth  to 
be  used  as  abutments  for  fixed  bridgework;  attachments  for  non-vital  teeth  to  be  used  as  abutments 
for  removable  bridgework,  including  telescope  crowns  and  caps,  inlays,  split  pins  and  tubes,  physics, 
metallurgy  and  casting  technic  as  applied  to  crown  and  bridgework;  construction  and  adoption  of 
saddles;  completion  of  dummy  teeth  using  removable  facings  and  porcelain  crowns. 

Course  DC — Ceramics.  Friday,  April  25,  and  Monday,  April  28,  from  1 130- 
5.00.    Fee  $24. 

Instructor:  Dr.  C.  K.  Buell. 

With  the  doctrine  of  pulp  conservation  has  come  a  demand  for  porcelain  restoration  of  anterior 
teeth  that  will  obviate  the  necessity  of  devitilization  and  yet  produce  an  esthetic  covering  to  the

course  will  be  devoted  to  steps  Incidental  to  making  one,  Im  ludlng:  Removal  of  the  enamd,  fitting 
the  band,  cutting  the  shoulder,  selection  of  shade,  impre  lloil  of  ro>,t,  ImpK  lloni  for  audi 
struction,  wrapping  the  matrix,  packing  of  porcelain,  blending  of  shades,  trimming,  and  O 
tation. 


SPECIAL  PRACTICAL  COURSES  IN  ADVANCED  TECHNICS 

These  courses  not  only  require  close  application  to  the  instruction  as  outlined, 
but  practical  work  performed  by  the  students  under  supervision.  Sections  are  so 
limited  in  size  that  individual  instruction  is  given  each  student  at  the  various 
steps  in  the  tcchnic,  thereby  giving  him  at  the  end  of  the  course  confidence  in  his 
ability  to  apply  his  knowledge  to  general  practice.  These  courses  may  be  taken 
separately  or  in  combination. 

Course  OP — Operative  and  Prosthetic  Technics.  Every  afternoon  from 
1:30-5:00  for  8  weeks  beginning  March  17.    Fee  $240. 

Instructors:  Drs.  C.  K.  Buell,  J.  K.  Burgess,  W.  B.  Dunning,  H.  W.  Gil- 
lett,  D.  W.  McLean,  F.  A.  Peeso,  F.  W.  Peeso,  W.  S.  Prensky,  H.  W.  Rosal- 
sky,  J.  W.  Scherer,  A.  H.  Stevenson,  F.  T.  VanWoert,  and  L.  M.  Waugh. 

While  this  course  is  planned  primarily  for  recent  graduates,  it  offers  exceptional  opportunities 
for  men  leaving  Army  or  Naval  Service  to  secure  instruction  under  specialists  before  re-entering 
private  practice.  The  course  includes:  Pulp  extirpation  under  anesthesia,  root  canal  technic  and 
radiology,  cavity  preparation  and  gold  inlays,  crown  and  bridgework  and  ceramics.  Other  subjects 
will  be  added  to  the  course  when  presented.  The  facilities  of  our  well  equipped  infirmary  with 
abundant  clinical  material  will  be  available.  While  the  student  must  secure  his  own  instruments, 
supplies  will  be  furnished  as  needed,  and  if  he  so  desires  he  may  bring  his  own  patients.  The 
subjects  are  presented  in  a  sequence  that  makes  it  possible  for  each  student  to  carry  many  difficult 
cases  through  to  completion,  and  thus  be  prepared  to  meet  the  many  problems  that  confront  the 
dental  practitioner  of  today. 

Taken  in  combination  with  the  courses  that  are  described  below  and  with  the  Practical  Anesthesia 
Course  in  the  mornings  (see  Oral  Surgery  Supplement),  a  well  balanced  post-graduate  dental 
education  is  secured. 

Course  PP — Plate  Prosthesis.  Thursday  afternoons  from  5-7  for  8  weeks 
beginning  March  20.    Fee  $60. 

Instructors:  Drs.  J.  P.  Ruyl  and  H.  Ulsaver. 

This  course  will  consist  of  instruction  in  the  most  modern  and  efficient  methods  of  artifical 
denture  construction.  It  includes  the  study  and  preparation  of  the  mouth;  modern  methods  of 
impression  taking  (both  plaster  and  modeling  composition,  and  plaster  and  modeling  composition 
together),  preparation  of  models  from  special  materials,  taking  of  bites  and  measurements,  selec- 
tion, setting  up  and  anatomical  occlusion  of  teeth,  try-ins,  and  the  completion  of  efficient  dentures. 
Practitioners  who  take  this  course  will  have  to  construct  a  denture  selected  by  the  instructors  and  to 
perform  the  entire  work  under  their  supervision.  They  may  be  also  required  to  make  dentures  for 
other  patients  (either  their  own  or  from  the  infirmary)  under  the  direction  of  the  instructors,  but 
performing  the  major  part  of  the  work  outside  of  regular  class  hours. 

Course  DR — Radiology.  Monday  afternoons  from  5-7  for  8  weeks  beginning 
March  17.    Fee  $48. 

Instructor:  Dr.  F.  T.  VanWoert. 

The  object  of  this  course  is  to  teach  the  elementary  principles  of  radiology  as  well  as  special  den- 
tal radiology.  The  revelations  of  the  Roentgen  Ray  and  its  diagnostic  importance  are  daily  more 
appreciated  by  the  dental  practitioner.  Those  who  take  this  course  will  be  made  familiar  with  the 
technic  and  operation  of  various  types  of  apparatus  for  general  Roentgenic  examinations,  and  the 
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taking  of  intra-oral  as  well  as  extra-oral  films  and  plates  and  their  interpretation.  The  new  X-ray 
apparatus  and  large  dark  room  at  the  Vanderbilt  Clinic  offers  every  facility  for  this  instruction; 
and  those  who  attend  will  be  required  to  take  plates  and  films  of  cases  that  present  and  to  interpret 
them  for  the  instructor  in  charge.  This  is  a  most  comprehensive  course  and  those  who  have  taken 
elementary  courses  in  this  subject  will  find  it  advantageous  to  supplement  their  knowledge  with  this 
advanced  instruction. 

Course  P — Periodontia.  Tuesday  afternoons  from  5-7  for  8  weeks  beginning 
March  17.   Fee  $48. 

Instructors:  Drs.  P.  R.  Stillman,  F.  F.  Wakerly,  and  I.  Hirschfeld. 

This  course  will  include  practical  instruction  in  the  treatment  of  periodonticlasia  (pyorrhea 
alveolaris  and  suppurative  gingivitis)  and  infections  which  have  their  inception  in  the  sub-gingival 
space.  Lectures  will  be  given  on  the  various  phases  of  preventive  dentistry,  including  those  methods 
in  operative  dentistry  which  reduce  pathologic  conditions;  oral  hygiene,  its  scope  and  advantages; 
traumatic  occlusion,  its  influence  and  relation  to  periodonticlasia;  the  management  of  difficult  cases 
and  the  various  prophylactic  methods  as  applied  to  treatment.  Clinical  instruction  will  be  given 
in  surgical  instrumentation.  Each  member  of  the  class  will  be  required  to  treat  cases  under  the 
supervision  of  the  instructors. 

Course  B — Bacteriology.  Wednesdays  from  7:30-10  p.  m.  for  10  weeks 
beginning  March  12.   Fee  $48. 

Instructors:  Drs.  J.  G.  Dwyer  and  E.  E.  Schirmer. 

This  course  will  include  lectures  and  practical  laboratory  work  in  general  and  dental  bacteriology. 
The  lectures  will  include  such  subjects  as  sterilization  of  instruments  and  apparatus,  preparation  of 
culture  media;  infection  and  immunity;  bacteria,  their  growth,  characteristics,  and  their  patho- 
genisity;  preparation  of  anti-toxins  and  vaccines. 

The  laboratory  work  will  consist  of  microscopic  technic,  preparation  of  culture  media,  methods 
of  obtaining  pure  cultures,  identification  of  bacteria  by  hanging  drop,  staining  methods,  and  growth 
on  different  media,  making  of  smears  and  cover  glass  preparations. 

Fees — Special  Notice. 

Owing  to  the  nature  of  our  post-graduate  instruction,  where  sections  must 
contain  but  a  limited  number  of  men,  it  has  been  found  necessary  to  require 
25  per  cent,  of  the  fee  with  the  application  for  a  course  before  a  reservation  is  made.
